An Infinite Pity 


It is an infinite pity that 
many of our non-Catholic 
friends have allowed themselves 
to be deprived of all the bene- 
fits of this beautiful devotion 
to the chaste Mother of God, 
In giving her that title we do 
not, of course, mean to imply 
that she is the Mother of the 
uncreated and eternal Godhead. 
She is the Mother of our Lord, 
in Whom were two natures, hu- 
man and divine, united in a 
single divine person. Since 
Christ is God, we are warrant- 
ed in giving her the glorious 
title of “Mother of God.” Any- 
thing less would be not merely 
offensive miserliness but rank 
injustice as well. 


Our mothers are the mothers 
of our bodies but not of our 
souls, which were created by 
God. But since soul and body 
are united in a single person, 
we do not call our mothers the 
mothers merely of our bodies 
but we rightly call them our 
mothers. We follow the same 
procedure in calling Mary not 
merely the Mother of Christ’s 
body but the Mother of Christ, 
a divine Being, and therefore 
the Mother of God. 

Mary’s right to this glorious 
title was confirmed by the Gen- 
eral Council of Ephesus in 431,

es Of a man who was inadequate 
personally while he was tormented 
spiritually. “Then he was cured at 
last because he found your mother. 
She healed him of his troubles 
because of her intrepid faith in 
God .. . and her confidence in 
him.” 

How casually he has described 
the difference a wife’s love made. 
Can anything compare with the 
knowledge that another person 
cares who does not have to care? 
People have endured and. over- 
come great difficulties because of 
their religious faith. That may 
be what Father Boylan meant in 
writing that only the perfect Chris- 
tian can be the perfect lover. 


Perhaps an example will sug- 
gest the real tragedy flowing from 
ignorance of married dignity. One 
husband, deeply devoted to his 
wife, lost her before the children 
were fully grown. Grief blinded 
him, or at least made it difficult 
for him to see his own role clear- 
ly, after her death. His finances 
allowed him to provide for the 
completion of the children’s 
schooling and even for their mod- 
est start as adults. He thought of 
the religious life and found great 
attraction there. He offered him- 
self to a religious community and 
assured them he would welcome 
the most distant assignment. No 
man who really had a sense of his 
yocation as parent would make 
such an offer before he had reared 
his children. 


. « « Not Unlike 
Religious Life 


More and more persons in the 
married state are showing them- 
selves to be spiritually ambitious. 
They view married life as a voca- 
tion with sacred duties and joy- 
ful obligations not unlike the re- 
ligious life. Traditionally the 
great enemies of spiritual progress 
have been “the world, the flesh, 
and the devil.” Against these ene- 
mies of every age and of every 
Christian, the Church has develop- 
ed the three vows of poverty, 
chastity, and obedience. 

For their guidance monks and 
other religious have rules which 
interpret what these obligations 


‘mean. Couples are now adapting 


to family living certain virtues 
which properly belong to the reg- 
ular clergy. While they:do this 
without lessening the nobility of 
the religious estate, they greatly 
elevate the level of Christian fam- 
ily living. On how many occa- 
sions couples practice habits akin 
to the virtues of poverty, chastity 
and obedience! 

Take money as an ever present 
example. After marriage two peo- 
ple have less money for their own 
comfort because they must use 
material resources for the partner, 
the children, and the future. A 
spirit of poverty stamps the couple 
as both dedicated and Christian. 
Even in marriage there are occa- 
sions limiting the expression of 
love for each other and imposing 
conjugal chastity on the couple 
who wish to be wholly faithful to 
God. However odd it may sound to 
the unmarried, even before the 
babies come, self-control will be 
necessary. Here is the place for 
St. Paul’s phrase: Love seeks not 
its own. 

Couples know the need of obe- 
dience. In their life together, two 
people find that duty is as real as 


the direction of the monks’ su- 


ior in the monastery. In the 
me children owe obedience to 
parents while wives show, rever- 
ence to, their husbands. Husbands 
struggle to lead their wives and 


children to the feet of Christ. 
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Morale... 
Under Pressure 


Married couples know that 
morale lends strength to se 
under pressure. Morale means an 
ideal—a zest for the struggle in 
marriage that promotes the glory 
of Christian love. Even under the 
best of circumstances marriage 15 
a strain on man and woman, on 
parents and children. It is the 
“daily-ness” which wears the 
couple down and pulls them apart. 
Daily dilemmas confront Christian 
couples with such choices: will it 
be the wife in the home or-the 
working wife; will it be the normal 
family which God plans or the 
planned family; will it be the mod- 
est comfort of the Christian home 
or gracious living—which may in- 
vite living beyond one’s means? 

One man revealed the spirit 
with which many are working 
through these problems: “I work 
in town all day and it is one shift 
of my work. When that is finished 
I come home to a wife who has 


spent her day caring for our four}moralists and sociologists, between 


+ 


which in turn 
and from there on I. get 
mixed up—and often they do, too— 
in a succession of pins, classrings, 
diamond rings, and plain gold 
bands. 

Since dating, in the modern 
sense, is a new custom, it has few 
established social standards to} 
guide it. Social patterns and con- 
trols do not become well defined 
in a generation or two, especially 
when trends are confused by such 
novelties as movies, parked cars, 
TV, jazz, swing, and bee-bop; ex- 
periments in prohibition; uncertain 
habits of eating, drinking, and 
home-living; and a couple of world 
wars. 

Consequently, there ‘seems to be 
much disagreement between young- 
sters and their parents, between 


mama and grandma, as to the advis- 


children. Their care is something 
that I want to share when I come 
home. We eat together, play a bit, 
package them in pajamas, say some 
prayers with them and see that 
they get to bed. By then we have 
had a long day. It is my under- 
‘standing that one becomes holy 
‘by doing one’s duty and this is 
ours. We have time for many 
good things but largely we find our 
duty in the demands of the day 
and of the family.” Lots ‘of 
couples will recognize themselves 
in this account of family living. 

All of this is proof that the laity 
have heen acting as though Saint 
Paul had them in mind especial- 
‘ly when he wrote: “this is the will 
‘of. God your sanctification.” They 
‘are responding to that directive by 
living simple humble lives marked 
by a sense of peace and with more 
than a suggestion of quiet happi- 
ness. To anyone familiar with the 
life of Christ, this is the most nat- 
ural consequence. He lived that 
kind of life for 30 years in the 
little village of Nazareth. It is 
right when married people con- 
clude that Christ must have loved 
the family since He lived in one 
for 30 years—spending ten years 
there for each one in the active 
ministry. 

Those with faith and imagina- 
tion like to speculate on the 
heights of holiness that will be 
achieved after two or three suc- 
cessive generations in such homes.

The accident victim who need 
only wait for broken bones to 
knit took from beneath his pillow 
a blessed Crucifix. He reached 
with it toward the dying mans 
wife. She came to get it. “Would 
you have any objection to his 
holding the blessed Crucifix.

The distraught wife took the 
Crucifix gratefully and placed it 
in the dying man’s hand. The ac- 
cident victim held his breath till 
he saw the other man’s fingers 
curl around the Crucifix. Then he 
began to pray for the dying one. 
“Be with him this little while, 
dear Mother ... Hail Mary...” 
Hour after hour the Hail Marys 
were continued. 

Trustingly the man with the 
broken bones watched the dy- 
ing man’s hand gripping the 
Crucifix. This went on until early 
morning. The halting breaths fal- 
tered and then stopped. When 
they took the Crucifix from the 
dead man’s hand, it was necessary 
to pry the fingers which had lock 
ed around it.

“Thank you, Mary... and may 
the Crucifix speak for him as he 
stands before his Maker.” 

Then the accident victim remem- 
bered. “Nurse,” he called. “Will 
you get the other Crucifix from 
the table? I can’t quite reach it.” 

The nurse handed him the other 
blessed Crucifix that had been 
given to him just in case he found 
another who would like to have 
one, too. It was a Station Crucifix 
with the special blessing for gain- 
ing the plenary indulgence by 
praying the 20 Our Fathers, Hail 
Marys, and Glories even though 
unable to move from station to 
station. Fourteen are for the four- 
teen stations of the cross, five in 
honor of the Five Wounds, and 
one for the intention of the Holy 
Father. The accident victim pray- 
ed to gain a plenary indulgence 
for the one who had just died, 
his room-mate. 

In the letter that contained this 
information, the accident victim 
commented on the vital part Mary, 
the Mediatrix of All Graces plays 
in all of “life’s little whiles.”

| Just as Eve shared in Adam's 
‘sin which brought the blight of 
Original sin to all their progeny, 
so Mary through her consent to 
ithe will of God in the incarnation 
,\of His divine Son shared in our 
redemption and in the acquisition 
of all graces for us. It is surpris- 
ing then that many great saints 
‘as well as the faithful generally 
|believe that she also plays an im- 
| portant role in the distribution of 
‘all the graces obtained by her Son? 


| In matters which involve not 


‘heart of man, the filial piety ‘and 
jcorenee of the faithful have al- 
| ways been the best and most pow- 
‘erful auxiliary of speculative logic 
‘in the development of the seminal 
‘doctrines of the Scriptures. The 
iseed unfolds, blossoms and 
‘achieves mature form in the warm 
'sunshine of the piety, devotion and 
‘love of the faithful. The present 
day devotion to the Sacred Heart 
of Jesus is a Classic instance of 
such orderly and normal develop- 
ment. So too, is the devotion to 
the immaculate Mother of God, 
the Mediatrix of all graces. 

From the earliest centuries 
Christians honored and reverenced 
the lovely Mother of our Lord. 
Mirroring the faith of the Church 
in Asia Minor and in Lyons, St. 
Irenaeus, a pupil of St. John’s dis- 
ciple Polycarp, calls Mary our most 
eminent advocate. “In Heaven,” 
wrote St. Ambrose, “‘she leads the 
choirs of virgin souls; with her 
the consecrated virgins will one 
day be numbered.” 

St. Jerome foreshadows that con- 
ception of Mary as mother of the 
human race, which was to animate

sequent ages. St. Augustine pro- 
claims Mary’s unique privilege of 
sinlessness; in his sermon on the 
martyr St. Cyprian, St. Gregory 
of Nazianzus relates how the 
maiden Justina invoked the Bless- 
ed Virgin to preserve her virginity. 
Equally flourishing in the Church 
of the East was the devotion to

Martin Luther, the Augustinian 
monk who unwittingly became the 
founder of Protestantism, likewise 
had a deep and tender devotion to 
'the Virgin Mother. Once, when on 
a journey to Mansfield with a com- 
panion, he suffered a serious leg 
injury. The blood flowed so pro- 
fusely that he was in danger of 
death. While his companion went 
to summon a surgeon, Luther tells 
‘us that he summoned the aid of 


beautiful teaching and practice of 
the Christian faith became lost to 
an increasing number of the fol- 
lowers of the new sects established 
by the reformers. But there is no 
need to perpetuate a loss, no need 
to suffer permanent spiritual im- 
poyerishment. 


The Mother .Church of. Christen- 
dom lovingly invites the descend- 
ants. of all the children torn from 
her bosom by irrelevant issues to 
return to the practice of their fore- 
bears in venerating the lovely 
Mother ‘of our Lord.

‘womb. did ever after resemble the 
manners and virtues of the pre- 
cious Babe that she bore.” 


A Gracious Invitation 


Hence we can see what a vio- 
‘lent break with the universal be- 
‘lief and practice of Christians for 
sixteen centuries was reflected in 
the following Order of the British 
House of Commons in 1645: “Or- 
dered: That all such pictures as 
have the representation of the Vir- 
in Mary upon them shall be 
forthwith burnt.” Here was the 
government forcibly wresting from 
the faithful the beautiful pictures 
which symbolized their reverence 
and love for the Virgin Mother: 
with profane hands a secular power 
was seeking to destroy an integral 
part of the ancient faith of the

Censorship Code 
Adopted By Manila 
Comic Publishers 


Manila, Philippines —(NC)— 
Manila comic book publishers have 
agreed on a censorship code in an 
effort to establish higher stand- 
ards for locally published comics 
and magazines. 


THE NEW CODE, first of its 
kind to be introduced in this coun- 
try, promises to raise local comics 
standards by binding members to 
print only clean, wholesome, en- 
tertaining, and educational stories 
and illustrations. The Associa- 
tion of Comics Publishers, which 
drew up the new code, has the 
power to impose a fine on erring 
members or even to expel them. 


It is hoped that self-censor- 
ship may prove effective here 


| because of the relatively small 


number of Filipino comic books. 
The total monthly circulation of 
Philippine-published comics is 
only about 800,000 as compared 
with an estimated 70 millions in 
the United States. 


Catholic officials have been 
waging a struggle here for several 
years against the importation of 
indecent comics from foreign 
countries. Efforts have been 
made to obtain a strict censorship 
by Philippine custom agents but 
so far these efforts have been in 
vain. As a result, local bookstores 
continue to import and sell vast 
quantities of indecent comics and 


magazines.

Saigon, Vietnam (Radio, N.C.)— 
The Vietnamese government has 
appealed publicly to the powers 
that participated in the Geneva 
Conference, the United Nations, 
and “the conscience of the entire 
world” for an extension .of the 
period in which the Vietnamese 
may change their zone of resi- 
dence. According to the Geneva 
agreement, which, however, al- 
lows for ehanges in the provisions, 
the period ends in the middle of 
May. 


THE APPEALS are contained 
in a White Book issued by the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs here 
describing violations of the Gene- 
va agreement by the Communist 
Vietminh. Almost. simultaneously, 
Nguyen Van Thoai, chief of the 
Vietnam delegation at the Band- 
ung Conference, voiced the same 
appeal in an address before the 
Asian-African gathering. 


“Because. of obstacles of all 
kinds created by the Vietminh,” 
he declared, “the period of 300 
days should be considered as hav- 
ing been interrupted in practice.”

In Italy Denied Freedom Of Worship 


_ Washington—(NC)—The U. S. 
State Department says no Amieri- 
cans in Italy are denied the right 
to worship as they wish. 

The department says there ap- 
pears to be “a general misunder- 
standing” regarding the problems 
of the Church of Christ Sect in 
Rome. It adds that there is a 
confusion of “the question of free- 
dom of worship with that of plac: 
ing a sign on a building in Rome.” 

“The latter difficulty is the one 
in which the Church of Christ in 
Rome has lately been involved,” 
bas § the department points out. “The 
ae _/Assue is not one of freedom of 
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proached this department regard- 
ing the removal of the Church of 
Christ sign base their representa- 
tions on.the premise that the 
Church of Christ was given a 
right to place the sign by a judi- 
cial decision in Rome,” the depart- 
ment’s paper says. This premise 
appears to be based upon a decl- 
sion by an investigating judge of 
a local Roman Court /vhich related 
solely to a legal action brought by 
Mr. Rex Cline Paden, American 
pastor of the Church of Christ, 
against various Italian authorities 
for having exceeded their author- 
ity in forcing him to take the sign

Argentine Bishops Answer Newspapers 
Backing Peron Drive Against Church 


Buenos Aires, Argentina—(NC) 
—Repeated demands for Church- 
State separation by newspapers 
supporting the Peron Government 
in its campaign against the 
Church have been answered by 
the Argentine Hierarchy with the 
reminder that the state may never 
interfere with the Church's au- 
thority in spiritual matters. 

The Catholic Church, the Bish- 
ops declared, does not oppose di- 
vision of powers between Church 
and State, but only the “moral 
separation of the two.” 


THE HIERARCHY’S statement 
was issued here by the Perman- 
nt Commission of the Catholic 
piscopate and ordered read in 
parish churches throughout the 
country. It was prepared at a 
meeting of two Cardinals and 
three archbishops held at the resi- 
dence of His Eminence Santiago 
Luis Cardinal Copello, Archbisho 
of Buenos Aires. The other Card- 
inal attending was His Eminence 
Antonio Cardinal Caggiano, Bishop 
of Rosario. 


Previously, the hierarchy had is- 
sued three joint pastorals con- 
demning the anti-Church policies 
of the Peron Regime, as well as 
various open letters to President 
Peron and the Ministry of Educa- 
tion dealing specifically with gov- 
ernment measures restricting the 
Church’s rights in education. 


In their latest statement, the 
Bishops charged that anti-Cath- 
olic elements: calling for the 
moral separation of Church and 
State are actually “trying to 
sidestep or sam | the existence of 
mutual duties between the tem- 

oral sovereignty and the spiri- 
ont sovereignty in Catholic 
countries.” 


They said their statement was 
issued “in order to avoid confusion 
and to point out errors which must 
be repudiated by the faithful.” 
They said that three classes of 
Church-State separation must be 
taken into account in dealing with 
the agitation stirred by forces un- 
friendly toward the Church, These 
are: separation of powers, econo- 
mic separation, and moral separa-
